In July, 1851, the original "Maine Law" 
was passed in Maine; it was passed again in 
1858; and then it was panad some more in 
1867; in 1870 it had another "pass;" and in 
1872 it was made to include "cider and wine 
madie from fruits grown in the state." Really, 
it looks like such a numerously^passed Prohibi- 
tion law ought to prohibit; but it doesn't all 
the same, as any man will tell yon who ever 
wanted a nip, a night-cap or an eyeK>pener 
while in that d omain. 

Whbnrvir a man who was never inside a 
barroom; who never took a drink of liquor in 
his life; who never Smoked a cigar, took a 
chew of tobacco, or stunk his neighbors out of 
a ten-acre field with a cigarette; who couldn't 
tell the Jack of Clnbs from a gin cocktail; 
who never bumped up against any "worldly" 
proposition tougher than croquet or mumble- 
p^;— .whenever such a thoroughly(i) experi- 
eneed(t) person starts ont to tell just e.xactly 
how to regulate the saloon bqsiness, I feel like 
calling the dogs.
